project manager.

72, hnve been set aside ns "Special 
Visiting Days" during the two week 
period. On these two days groups of 
4-H club members, Future Farmers 
of America Chapters, Smith-Hughes 
instructors, county farm agents, and 
farmers and business men arc ex- 
pected to make specially conducted 
tours of the Soil Conservation Service 
orca. It is pointed out by Mr. Ros- 
borough that persons who cannot come 
on the two special days send a post 
card to tho local project office setting 
out the clay during the visiting period 
that they will want to make a farm 
tour. 


To Inspect Farias 


All groups or individuals will be 


conducted to the various farms in the 
projucTiirea Wi^e resile difreretit phases 
of the co-operated erosion control pro- 
gram will be explained. These trips 
will give the visitors an opportunity 
to see just how the soil and moisture 
conservation program operates oil a 
field and farm unit basis. 


More than 15,000 acres in the Hope

Mr. Hosborough i>oints out that co- 


operators with the Service in the Hope 
project urea have been responsible for 
the widespread use of erosion control 
measures and practices on many farms 
in this section of Arkansas which arc 
not inside the project area. Co-operat- 
ors, in carrying out their parts of the 
coordinated 
program, have 
shown 


other farm owners and operators just 
how practical it is to institute erosion 
control programs oil their own farms. 


Control of Rainfall 


"The entire program of the Soil Con- 


servation Service is directed toward 
that control of rainfall which would 
reduce la) runoff, (b) erosion of agri- 
cultural and grazing lands, (c) the cov- 
ering of fertile valley lands with com- 
paratively unproductive erasional de- 
bris, and (dl the filling of stream chan- 
nels, reservoirs and ditches with the 
products of erosion. Such control will 
have an important direct effect toward 
reducing the volume of water enter- 
ing streams, thus minimizing flood 
ha/arcls.

horough says, "is si-cured by the re- 
tirement of excessively erosive land 
from cultivation, the practical use of 
various adaptations of thick growing 
vegetation, and the use of engineer- 
ing structures and mechanical proced- 
ures where applicable."

NEW YORK-l/P)—A tiny double 


cross in red ink found on certain card 
index records in Pierre S. clu Font's 
tin-box ledger of securities owned in 
1929, became a key point Wednesday 
in the income tax case against du Pont 
and John J. Raskob. 


Placing the 1929 and the 1!)30 ledgers 


of the Wilmington, Del., industrialist 
into evidence, government lawyers 
contended the cross-marks—resembl- 
ing the cross used in the game of "tick- 
tack-toe'—was du Pout's method of 
"car-marking" the stocks he purchased 
from Roskob in the sales back-and- 
forth following the 1929 ixmic, follow- 
ing which the millionaires establish- 
ed deductible losses on their 1929 in- 
come lax returns. 


Ralph T. Ellis-, office assistant for du 


Pont in Wilmington, testified he was 
"positive" the markings were not plac- 
ed on the card index records at the 
time the securities were purchased 
from Raskob. Instead he believed the 
marks were not placed on the curds, 
until in 1935, after the government in- 
stituted its action to collect S617,31fi 
from du Pont and $1,026,340 from Ras- 
kob in alleged deficiency in their 1929 
tax. 


The government contends the sales 


were fictitious and were accompanied 
by a repuchiising understanding; and 
that the stocks were "ear-marked" so 
each would get his original blocks of 
securities back. In support of this con- 
tention, Mason B. Lemingn, chief of 
the government's lawyers in the case, 
introduced the ledgers into evidence 
during his examination of Ellis, who 
has been on the witness stand nearly 
four days. 


James S. Y. Ivins, chief counsel for 


clu Pont—whose ease is being heard 
separately from Raskob's, and is up 
first—entered no objection, saying:

Liggins Was Chopping 


Wood for Him 


A Department of Justice investiga- 


tion of testimony given by 
Boyd 


Plumley, white farmer of Patmos, in 
defense of Buddie Liggins, negro still 
worker, was ordered 
by 
Federal 


Judge Hcartsill Ragon at Tcxarkana 
late Wednesday afternoon. 


Judge Ragon discharged the jury 


trying Liggins after they reported they 
were unable to reach a verdict. It was 
reported they stood 11 to 1 for con- 
viction. 


"This is the worst miscarriage of 


justice I have ever witnessed in my 
years on the bench," declared Judge 
Ragon, who added, "I cannot under- 
stand why you gentlemen are unable 
to agree inasmuch as the evidence is 
as plain as it is. 


"You have the testimony of Federal 


Officer Jess Quill in that he stood 
seven or eight feet away and watched 
this negro. Liggins, working about the 
still. There is also evidence from the 
still owner himself, Ike Taylor, that 
Liggins worked for him at the liquor 
manufacturing plant. 


Judge Orders Investigation 


"Mr. District Attorney," said the 


judge, addressing Duke Fredrick, a 
deputy prosecutor for the government, 
"I want you to call on the department 
of justice and their G-Mcn for a com- 
plete investigation into this case- 
especially the testimony given by this 
man Plumley. In addition I want your 
office to make a thorough probe of 
the matter. 


"I'm frank to say to you gentlemen 


of the jury that I am surprised that 
such a tiling should happen. I don't 
think I ever saw a plainer ease and I, 
personally, am convinced of the de- 
fendant's guilt. 


"I shouldn't say this but I will 1 


think Plumley perjured himself in the 
testimony he gave in behalf of the 
negro. So convinced of that fact am I 
that I want this investigation made so 
there will bo no doubt," concluded 
Judge Ragon as he substituted a 
clenched fist for a gavel to pound on 
his desk. 


Gives Negro mi Alihi 


Plumley testified that Liggins was 


chopping wood all afternoon with him 
at the time Officer Quillin and ex- 
State Ranger Earl May raided an out- 
fit in Hempsteacl county, near Patmos. 


Liggins went on the stand*and denied 


that he ran from the still as the of- 
ficers made their raid. Previously Of- 
ficer Quillin told the jury that he 
stood seven or eight feet from the 
negro, recognized him and watched 
him work at the still. 


Taylor, negro, who admitted own- 


ership of the still, took the stand for 
the government and said that he had 
hirer! Liggins to work for him at the 
outfit and paid him off in whisky at 
the rate of half a gallon for each bar- 
rel of mash that was run through the 
cooker. 


After Taylor testified that he was 


the owner of the still Judge Ragnn 
ordered an instructed verdict of "not 
guilty" returned on two counts against 
Liggins, charging ownership of the still 
and fermenting mash. This left only 
the working-at-a-still charge against 
him. 


It was on that third count that one 


of the 12 jurymen who deliberated on 
the case could not bring himself to 
cast a vote of "guilty."

Strike Begins

of union steel workers picketed the 
giant plants of the Jones & Lauglilin 
Steel Corp. Wednesday night in the 
first major steel strike since John L. 
Lewis began his drive to organize the 
nation's mill men into one big union. 


The strike went into effect promptly 


at 11 p. m.—the first move in the cam- 
paign of the Steel Workers Organiz- 
ing Committee to obtain written col- 
lective bargaining contracts with the 
big independent steel producers of the 
country, 
employing approximately 


202,000 men. 


Cheers from the picket lines greeted 


union members on the early night 
shifts who walked from the mills in 
Pittsburgh and nearby Aliquippa, Pa., 
in answer to the .strike order of Chair- 
man Philip Murray of the Steel Work- 
ers Committee.

workers among its 27,000 employes.

Cities to Inspect 
Autos; 50-Cent Fee 


State Police Would Re- 


quire Safety Examina- 


tions Twice a Year 


LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—The State Po- 


lice Commission voted Wednesday to 
authorize cities of the first and second 
class to maintain official state auto- 
mobile inspection stations, provided 
in the Moore highways regulations act 
of 1937. 


The new law, promulgating rules and 


regulations governing traffic on Ark- 
ansas highways, becomes effective 
June 9. It requires each automobile 
owner to have his vehicle inspected by 
an official state testing station at least 
twice a year. 


These testing stations will receive in- 


spections fees of not to exceed 50 cents 
for each examination. 


The Police Commission voted to give 


preference to all applications submit- 
ted by municipalities for authority to 
operate the stations. The resolution, 
authorizing approval of applications 
submitted by cities of the first and 
second class, said that where cities 
qualify as operators of the testing sta- 
tions, no other permits would be issued 
in the particular counties.

red by fire, were found within the 
wreckage. Flung through the ship's 
envelope, they might have hit eelctric 
wires and caused a spark, the board 
theorized. Another view was that the 
wooilcn bits may have been thrown iu- 
ward by impact with the ground.

the board disclosed that it had nar- 
rowed to four the possible causes of 
the catastrophe, but it refused to re- 
veal them.

Usually Symptoms 


As has already been said, (he or-

The doc- 
tor who finds this sore svill make his 
diagnosis by studying the material 
from the sore under the microscope. 
either fresh or after staining. 


He nlsii takes some blood from the 


veins and tests this blood with what 
is known as the Wassermann test or 
by the Kahn test. These tests deter- 
mine usually at a fairly early stage 
whether or not a person has been in- 
fected with syphilis. 


If the disease is not promptly treated 


it will spread to the interior of the 
body, ultimately causinR eruption on 
the skin, and all of the other serious 
conditions that have been mentioned. 


May Be Other Causes 


There are a few simple facts that 


every one ought to know about syph- 
ilis: 


This disease does not cause pimples. 
It does not cause itching conditions 


of Ihe skin. 


It may cause ulcers of the legs, but 


more frequently these are due to vari- 
cose veins. 


It may be responsible for failure to 


produce children, but there are also 
other conditions which may produce 
such failures. 


It i.s not n form of blood poisoning. 


Testing of the blood will show wheth- 
er or not the patient has syphilis. 


It i.s not responsible for tho vast 


majority of cases of baldness, but some 
cases of loss of hair not only of the 
head but of the entire body may be 
due to syphilis. 


It has not been established in any 


way that syphilis is the cause of can- 
cer or that these two conditions are in 


uny way related. 


Basic Rules 


There are n few simple Instructions 


which were widely circulated during 
tho World war to nil soldiers who 
were found to be infected with thus 
disease: 


If you have nny sore on your genitals, 


no matter how small, or if you think 
you have syphilis, consult yotir phy- 
sician. 


Do not under m>y conditions rely on 


the "blood medicines" that promise 
to eradicate syphilis, and do not be 
caught by advertising doctors—quacks 
—who try to get your money by 
promising to cure you quickly. 


Do not let druggists prescribe for 


you: 
they are not qualified to treat 


syphilis. 


Do not hesitate to tell your doctor 


or dentist of your disease. Later in 
life if you get .sick at any time, you 
should tell your doctor that you have 
had syphilis, since this fact may fur- 
nish n clew to trcnlmcnt on which your 
cure depends. 


Live temperately and sensibly. Do 


not K" to extreme in any direction in 
your habits of life. 


Try to get a reasonable amount of 


sleep—eight hours is the amount need- 
ed by the average person. And as n 
safeguard to others, sleep alone. 


Take good care of your teeth. Brush

Guests at either or both 
affairs, however, should bring or send 
gifts for each.

Now Is Pictured 


Crackle in Radio Actually 


Precedes Flash in 


Clouds 


NEW YORK — The "snap" that 


lightning makes in your radio has 
been photographed, as it emergec! from 
a cloud miles 
distant. 
Electrical 


waves, invisible to the eye, make the 
noise preceding the flash. 


The waves were discovered with an 


oscillograph by F. W. Chapman, and 
reported in Nature, the British of- 
ficial science journal. The pictures 
showed something new—sixty-three 
electrical waves in a single lightning 
flash. 


Previously 
movie 
cameras have 


caught the visible lightning, and show- 
ed that what the eye sees as one streak 
of flame, may be a dozen "darts" and 
rivulets of fire. 


The new oscillograph pictures show 


that lightning is like the bursting of 
a dam. with invisible electric "spray" 
flying in all directions. Tests show- 
ed that radio noise preceded the vis- 
ible flash.

, 6,000 Experiments at San 


Quentin Produce Good 


Results

SAN QlflBNTIN, Calif.-Six thou- 


sand gland transplantations have been 
on inmates of the California State pris- 
on here, most of them with beneficial 
results. 


While the furor over "rejuvenation" 


has raged and abated in the outside 
world, Dr. Leo L. Stanley, resident 
physician, has been pursuing his ex- 
periments quietly behind the walls of 
the nation's largest prison and mak- 
ing guarded reports to the medical 
profession. 


Today, nearly 20 years after his first 


gland operation on a 71-year-old con- 
vict, the opinion at* his colleagues is 
that "he's got something." 


Relieves Ailments 


Corroboration comes fiom the pris- 


oners themselves. There is a constant 
waiting list of men who want to un- 
dergo an operation as soon as the next 
glands arrive from an abattoir. They've 
seen the results on previous patients. 


Restoration of youthful vigor is not 


the aim of Dr. Stanley's experiments, 
although it is an incidental effect in 
many cases. Overemphasis on this 
phase of gland study, he feels, has 
brought the subject into unwarranted 
disrepute. The aim rather has been 
to relieve definite ailments and im- 
pressive, though by no means unani- 
mous, benefits have been observed in 
cases of general asthenia, rheumatism, 
acne, neurasthenia, poor vision, ;>s- 
thma, diabetes and other maladies. 


'Injects As Paste 


The earliest experiments savored of 


the gruesome. When no one claimed 
the body of an executed murderer, the 
lattcr's interstitial glands were re- 
moved whole and grafted to the pa- 
tient. 


The results were- promising. Dr. 


Stanley then switched to ram's glands 
and experimented with various ways 
of transplanting them. The technique 
as now developed consists of reducing 
them to a paste and injecting seven 
or eight cubic centimetres of the sub- 
stance under the skin of the patient's 
abdomen. 


Novocaino makes the operation pain- 


less and the convict can walk out of 
the operating room to his usual duties. 


Repeats Every 3 Months 


"The time the beneficial effects last 


varies," says Or. Stanley. "Usually 
one treatment every two or three 
months is considered adequate. 


"We do not make any claim that 


this procedure will increase longevity. 
That would be hard to establish. But 
we feel that anyone who enjoys good 
health and vigor and a general sense 
of well being—and these are the com- 
mon results of such transplantations- 
will outlive a person with opposite 
characteristics." 


In private practice, Dr. Stanley has 


performed such operations on both 
men and women. A definite study of
